The 
unit’s top secret communications 
channel, for example, was used to set 
up Henry A. Kissinger’s secret 1971 
visit to China.

Former Chairman of. the Joint

Moorer was critical of the decision 
to abolish the unit, saying, “I think 
there have been requirements for this 
capability in the past and there will 
be cases in the future.” 

Task Foree 157 was valucd in the 
Pentagon because it was a small, inde- 
pendent intelligence unit that could 
cut through red tape with speed and 
secrecy. Some Pentagon officials 
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being lost not just. to the Navy but to 
the entire intelligence community. 

Following the congressional intelll- 
génce investigations, Pentagon offi- 
cials, however, found they lacked the 
means to fully control the agents 
working for the small companies, 
“cover” firms, called “proprictaries.” 

Sources said that numerous “cozy 
relationships” were discovered be- 
tween the contract employees and 
firms selling equipment and supplies 
to Task Foree 157, ° 

The final decision to eliminate Task 
Force 157 was made last year arid was 

ratified again this year in the Carter

All operations are to cease of be* 
transferred to the CIA or other intel- 
ligence agencies by Sept. 30 of this 
year, the Sources said. ' 

The cover for the task force is the 
Naval Administrative Services Com- 
mand and Pierce Morgan Associates 
Inc., which operates as an interna. 
tional maritime consulting firm.
